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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-16, filed on 12/16/2008, with respect to the previous 
rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-20 has been 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect to 
independent claims 1 and 1 1, the prior art of record does not fairly teach the claimed "the tap- 
generated Shockwave in the liquid crystal panel which results from a touch occurring at said 
point of origin" along with the other claimed limitations. 

With respect to independent claim 17, the prior art of record does not fairly teach the 
claimed "said means for performing being responsive to signals representative of a detection of a 
tap-generated Shockwave, generated at said point of tactile stimulation [on said viewing surface 
of a liquid crystal display], by said pliu*ality of detectors" along with the other claimed 
limitations. 

Claims 2-10, 12-16 and 18-20 are dependent claims are also allowable under same 
reasons as discussed for independent claims 1,11 and 17.
